The Board met in regular session in the Commission Chambers of the Washoe County Administration Complex, 1001 E. Ninth Street,
Reno, Nevada.

Following discussion, in accordance with the Open Meeting Law, on motion by Commissioner Mouliot, seconded by Commissioner Bond,
which motion duly carried, Chairman Bradhurst ordered that the agenda for the June 18, 1996 meeting be approved with the following
amendments: Delete: Item 6, approval of minutes; Item 9A, Appointments/Reappointments to Board of Massage Examiners; Item 11,
advisory ballot question regarding increase in real estate transfer tax for Incline Village/Crystal Bay Area; Item 15, Ordinance
and issuance of Local Improvement Bonds, Series July 1, 1996 concerning Special Assessment District No. 21; Item 16, Wild/Estray
Horse Issue; Item 17, Appeal of Decision of Juvenile Services Committee to terminate Juvenile Services Division Employee,

had not been sent, and it is her recommendation that this item be rescheduled until such time as the notice required under the
open meeting law can be given.
